Behind the champ came two per- 
sons who are prouder than he of 
what he had accomplished. They 
were Roderick and Ellen Sharpe, 
the champ’s parents. 

Roderick Sharpe tills a 480-acre 
farm near Munson, Alta. Today, 
Roderick Sharpe had the big, proud 
look on his face of a father whose 
son has just run 100 yards for a 
touchdown. He was beaming. 

Ellen Sharpe was shiny-eyed, She 
looked like a mother who is so proud 
of her son she could cry a little. 

The champ was unperturbed, The 
exploding photographer’s flash bulbs, 
the bustle and stir, the excitement, 
the greetings and the crowd were 
somewhat of an anti-climax 
Ricky. 

After all, he had taken over the 
throttle of Engine 6077 from Engi- 
neer Fred Culverson at Oriole and 
guided the snorting black giant the 
last 26 miles of its transcontinental 
journey into Toronto.

Millions From 
Frost Damage 


OTTAWA. — Western farmers 
lost up to $200,000,000 on what 
might have been their third big- 


|gest wheat crop in history be- 


cause of frost damage and 
changing world markets. 
A Department’ of Agriculture re- 


port prepared for next week's feder- 


| al-provincial farm production confer- 


ence showed that frost cut this year’s 
crop from a _ possible 544,000,000 
bushels forecast in August, to 465,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The crop's quality was slashed by 
frost damage, 

Last year’s output of 368,000,000 
bushels graded out 85 per cent. 
milling grades, but this year’s will 
be much less useful for baking and 
export. 

The Federal agricultural depart- 
ment made no official estimate, but 
western grain trade authorities said 
probably 50 per cent. of this year’s 
crop would be below milling grade. 
Most of it could be used only for feed 
purposes, although some low-grade 
wheat might be sold on the domestic 


| market as second-rate flour, grain 
trade sources said. 
This year’s western wheat crop 


will be sold overseas under the inter- 
national wheat agreement, which set 
a top price of $1.80 per bushel for 
best grade grain, The government's 


jaction in setting the Canadian dol- 


lar free on world markets meant that 
western families would get only 
about $1.80 to $1.90 in place of the 
earlier IWA price of $1.98 in Cana- 
dian funds. 

The world wheat agreement prices 
are worked out in United States 
funds, 

Because of the frost damage and 
the lowered dollar value of the crop, 
western farmers probably will re- 
ceive $420,000,000 to $440,000,000 for 
export wheat this year, Federal sta- 
tistics showed. 

Last year, when wheat was being 
sold to Britain under the Anglo- Can- 
adian wheat agreement at a top price 
of $2.00 per bushel and farmers had 
better wheat to sell, they received 
about $600,000,000.

Few Spaniards Criticize Franco 


MADRID, Spain—Spain celebrates 
i4 years of Franco and the people 
seem happy,. orderly in ceremonies 
held around the peninsula on this 
anniversary of El Caudillo’s rise to 
chief of state, 

The country has changed greatly 
since Capt. Gen. Francisco Franco 
came to power having settled its 
civil war to survive a difficult re- 
construction period and World War 
II, Outward signs are that the 
generalissimo will continue to rule 
and that Spain is satisfied. 

A mere walk on the street sug- 
gests this: in Madrid there is an ex- 
traordinary amount of building ac- 
tivity and natives claim the work ac- 
complished is a marvel. People here 
do not complain in public nor do 
they talk politics: there seems to be 
26,000,000 silent Spaniards, 

The crowds are orderly, tranquil. 
A rumpus is rare and will only 
amuse people, One evening an elder- 
ly gentleman stopped Madrid’s Broad- 
way throng by shouting “Long Live 
the King”, but he was considered 
crazy rather than monarchist 

Franco is certainly a busy leader. 

The censored peninsular press gives 
him much attention and he is always 
“his excellency”, frequently ‘‘noble” 
and never just “Franco”. Yet only 
$60,000 yearly is alloted for his pal- 
ace and 1,000 employees there, so he 
may not be too expensive. 

Outsiders feel that beneath Ma- 
drid’s calm something else exists, 
and they may be right. What one 
sees and hears in Spain is not all the 
truth, Critics of the administration 
insist nobody is satisfied here, 

One young man said this: “Sixty 
or 70 per cent. of Spain wants a 
change. Times are bad, prices high, 
wages low and too much oppression. 
I myself have suffered and my family 
lost everything when Franco came to 
power.” 

He sells coffee, beer and drinks in 
a central university bar-cafe and 
earns 50 cents in eight hours. He 
says things would have been better 
if his father had not lost the family 
grocery to the “machine”. His fath- 
er died a few years back and his 
mother earns her living in the sub- 
way. 

What he said about prices is sub- 
stantiated by government figures. 
Living costs, taking 1936 as the 
norm, rose from 153.6 in 1939 to 
477.5 last year. Wages only doubled 
in the same period. 

However, money in Spain does not 
tell everything for the government 
does much for the people, It has 
housing programs, marriage loans, 
government in business, and what we 
call security programs. 

An older man, who lives on 
“property”, said, “The adminjstra- 
tion has good intentions, I think 
Franco a great man, but ‘bureauc- 
racy,’ ruins all his good intentions.” 
The speaker mentions electricity 
rationing in Madrid’s present dry

left the logs have a drip notch cut 
into them which will prevent water 
from following the surface of the 
logs into the spaces between them. 
In the wall on the right the under- 
side of each log is hollowed out to 
fit the convex surface of the log be- 
low. This is probably the ideal log 
wall, but it does entail a lot of work 
in preparing the logs. In your case 
the wall already built, and we 
would suggest that you use oakum to 
caulk the walls then nail quarter 
round moulding into the “V” shaped 
space between the logs on the out- 
side. Then, to prevent water from 
running behind the moulding the up- 
per joint between the moulding and 
the wall can be filled with asphalt 
caulking compound applied with a
